very little attention to what has hap- 
pened during the last year to ask the 
question he does. The McKinley law is 
&till on the statute books, but it is not 
'•in operation." There are on the statute 
books two classes of laws; those which 
are operative and those which are in- 
operative. Thus Iowa had a very strict 
prohibition law, but in the most popu- 
lous counties of the state the law was in- 
operative.

Hence factory after factory was closed. 


Those that did run paid lower wages. 
The result was an immense loss of earn- 
ing power on the part of the community. 
Those who had been getting good wages 
and spending them for food, clothing, 
etc., ceawd to spend'. That lessened the 
market for all products, and employers 


whose workmen were not the direct ben- 
eficiariea'of protection had to lessen the 
amount" of business they did, thus 
adding to the number of people who 
were earning nothing and consequently 
consuming less than usual and thus re- 
quiring the services of fewer people to 
make articles for their consumption. 
The farmers suffered, for there was a 
smaller paying demand for their pro- 
ducts. Railroads suffered, for they had 


There was a McKinley law on the 


statue books, but it was as effectual as 
Pope's bull against comets. Every one 
looked oc it as dead. The Wilson bill 
was what all were looking forward to. 
They knew that was what they would 
have to live under. 
Thus the "hard 


times" were simply the throes and ago- 
nies the country suffered while trying to 
set ready to adapt itself to new condi- 
tions. The transition from protection to 
free trade is no easy thing. It involves 
a universal razing of wages and a recast- 
ing of terms of employment. The efforts 
of the Republicans to defeat or to mod- 
ify the Wilson bill no more cause! the 
hard times than an attempt to repair 
and strengthen a Mississippi levee causes 
a flood. There is a way to settle the 
question, and the correspondent might 
use his influence with Democratic con- 
gressmen to get them to resort t»_it.

WASHINGTON LETTEB. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 


WASHINGTON, July 30.1891. 


Secretaiics Gresham and Carlisle are 


doing their best to defeat the bill which 
provides that immigrants shall be in- 
spected by U. S. consuls before being 
allowed to start for this country, and 
which was recently passed by the house, 
and is now before the senate immigra 
tion committee. The principal ground 
for their opposition, according to their 
chief spokesmen, Mr. Stump, U. S. Com 
missioner of Immigration, is that tte 
bill, if it beoamo a law, would stop all 
immigration. That argument will hardly 
defeat the bill, as there are many who 
believe that immigration ought to be 
stopped, for a time, any way. Repre- 
sentative Stone, of Pennsylvania, author 
of the bill, and by whose shrewd man 
agement it Wafi fengineered through the 
house in spite of the opposition of the 
chairman of the house committee on 
immigration, thinks it will be just the 
law that is needed; that it would shut 
out the undesirable, giving us only the 
class of immigrants who aro always wel- 
come in all countries. 


Mr. Cleveland seems to have little

originally made himself and had only 
withdrawn after two lengthy and excit- 
ing Democratic caucuses. He certainly 
must have felt like hiding his face when 
he voted for the sugar trust after having 
posqd before the country as one of its 
most determined opponents. Senator 
Stewart's refusal to vote prevented the 
striking out of the differential duty. 


The senate investigating committee is 


at a standstill because of its inability to 
get hold of one Battershali, a man who 
is said to have taken the orders of sena- 
tors for the purchase of sugar trust 
stock.

hastened to the field of battle, whjl 
two companies of infantry prepared t 
issue from the nearest barracks. Th 
boys fetched large baskets full of bij 
stones and began to run along tb 
neighboring streets, throwing stone 
at the trains, the carriages, the Ian 
terns and the windows of the houses 
When the infantry reached the spol 
trying to arrest the most violent riot 
ers, a serious conflict took place. Mor 
than two thousand persons blocke 
the street near the square. Home one 
fired a revolver, to which the police re- 
plied by firing in the air, but the noise 
increased the alarm and fury. Several 
persons were wounded by stones. Tho 
Bersaglieri were sent for and the force. 
thus increased; the tumult wos sub- 
dued at about 11 o'clock at night, when 
the 
rioters, seeing that the troops 


spared them, began to retire. About

The Ever-Becurrinff Question of a 


Site for 


THE GOYERIMEKT PRINTING OFFICE 


Again Before the Senate Without Final 


Action—Appropriation and Othci 


BiHs—A Fairly Busy Day 


in the Hou3t. 


ON, July 81.—The stupefy- 


ing dullness of the senate proceedings 
to-day was interrupted, but not en 
livened late in the afternoon by a repe- 
tition of the discussion which comes 
np every year on the subject of a site 
for a new building for the govern 
ment printing office. 
For several 


years past there have been three riva' 
propositions pressed with about equal 
pertinacity. The one which has helt 
heretofore the most numerous parti 
fcanfl, including Senators Sherman anc 
Teller, is the acquisition of the square 
known as the "Mahone lot,'1 not far 
from the present building. The nexl 
in point of number of supporters, in 
eluding the chairman of the committee 


' on printing in the last congress. Sen- 


ator Manderson, is the purchase of tlis 
square known as the "Haseball lot." 
Apd the third, of which the present 
chairman of the committee on print- 
ing. Senator Gorman, is the chief ad 
vocate, i,3 the retention of tlie present 
bnilding and the acquisition o' aljoin- 
ing property sufficient to creet an ad- 
dition that will meet all the require- 
ments of the governm"nt in the way ol 
public printing and binding. 


In the sundry civil appropriation bill 


which came before th- hen ite to-day, 
an amendment had bpjn reported look- 
ing to the purchase of the Mahone lot, 
although the chairman of the commit- 
tee, Senator Cockrell declared himsel' 
opposed to it and in favor of Senator 
Gorman's plan. 


A motion to substitute, the ba&ebal 


lot was ma'le by Senator Manderson 
and was rejected: Yeas, IS; navs. 84. 


A motion to acquire an addition to 


the site of the existing building was 
also rejected: Yeas, 15; nnys, yj—and 
the amendment reported by the com- 
mitte on appropriations for the pur 
chase of the Mahone lot was agreed to 
without division. The bill went over 
without final action. 


The conference report on the Indian 


appropriation 
bill, showing agree- 


ments on some amendments and disa- 
greement on others, was presented and 
adopted, and a further conference was 
ordered. 


The general deficiency bill was re- 


ported and placed on the calendar, and 
so was the house bankrupt bill, which 
is to be taken np for consideration on 
Monday next. 


Some half-dozen bills were taken 


from the calendar and passed, and the 
senate at 5:4. 
r> adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


The house transacted considerable 


business in the three and a half hours 
that it was in session to-day, but little 
of it was important 
Most of the bills 


passed were reported from the commit- 
tee on naval affairs, and one was of 
general interest. It authorized the 
secretary of the navy, under proper 
regulations, to loan to the states ap- 
plying for them such hhips as can be 
spared for that purpose, to be used for 
the instruction and improvement of the 
naval militia of the states. 
• oMr. Hatch reported the result of the 
conference on the agricultural appro- 
priation bill—an 
agreement on all 


items except the one appropriating £1,- 
000,000 for the extermination of the 
Russian thistle in the northwest, put 
on the bill in the senate. By an over- 
whelming vote the house determined 
to adhere to its disagreement and to 
further confer about the amendment, 
as the senate requested. 


BOTH EXONERATED. 


Senator* Camden and SmltU Deny 1 hetr Al- 


leged Purchases of gngnr Tro^t Stock. 
WASHINGTON, August 1.—The senate 


committee charged with the investiga- 
tion of the alleged speculation of sena- 
tors in sugar stock, is preparing a re- 
port exonerating Senator Camden from 
the covert allegation or insinuation 
that he had bought 500 shares of sugar 
£tock during the pendency of the tar ft 
trill. The final testimony preliminary 
jto this action by the committee was 
that of Senator Camden, which was 
'taken yesterday afternoon. What Mr. 
Camden said was based on the photo- 
graphic copy in the possession of the 
committee of the order which he is al- 
leged to have sent to a sugar broker. 
The so-called order was written across 
the back of a very much soiled envel- 
ope, and read in this way: 


"Buy 300 sh sugar a 83 9f." 
"Buy 300 sh sugar a 83!<." 
[Signed] 
• 
"J. N. CAMDFN." 


Senator Camden said the name signed 


to the order was his, but he denied 
ever having written such an order. He 
made his denial general, and said the 
order was fictitious and fraudulent. 


Senator Smith also appeared before 


the committee, and was questioned in 
reference to the published statements 
of Battersall, the much-wanted wit- 
ness, who was last heard of in Toron- 
to, intimating that Senator Smith had 
speculated in sugar stock. The report 
of the committee, it is said, will exon- 
erate Senator Smith.

The Bailey Bankruptcy BUI. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—Senator George 


yesterday reported the Bailey bank- 
ruptcy bill to the senate from the com- 
mittee on the judiciary, with a number 
of amendments. One amendment pro- 
vides that all creditors of a bankrupt 
shay be provided for, whether namec 
in the filed list or not. The propertv 
so assigned is to be administered am 
distributed among creditors according 
to the laws of the state where the 
property is situated instead of the 
state where the debtor resides, as pro- 
vided by the Bailey bill. 


THE LABOR QUESTION

CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—Pursuant to a call 


issued by a committee appointed by 
Jjyman J. Gage, president of the Civic 
federation, a conference was held last 
evening at the rooms, of the Commerce 
club, at which a number of persons dis- 
cussed the advisability of a congress to 
consider possible methods of avoiding 
conflicts between employers and em- 
ployes. The conference was attendee 
by several Chicago capitalists, a num- 
ber of labor leaders and a few editors 
from labor papers, but the representa- 
tives of the railroads, who had been 
cordially invited, were conspicuous by 
their absence. 


The total attendance at the C"T\fer- 


ence was about twenty-five pris 
and all, without exception, favored the 
callins of the congress. There is little 
doubt that such a course will be pur 
bued, and the time will be set for No- 
vember or December. The congress is 
to be a national affair, and representa- 
tives of all large corporation?, men who 
employ a large force of assistants, and 
delegates from all labor unions will be 
invited fo attend. 


The first aim of such a gathering 


will be the exchange of opinion be- 
tween employers and employes about 
the best method of adjusting differ- 
ences between labor and capital w ith- 
out resort to means which would not 
only injure both contending parties, 
but cripple general industry. 


It is believed that the congress will 


bring to light the real status of the 
labor question, will show a remedy for 
evils, and through public sentiment 
thus created force legislation to meet 
the requirements of the case.

THE PLAGUE ABROAD 


Report of Surgeon Irwin, Stationed 


at Berlin, 


OK PROGRESS OF CHOLERA Of EUROPE. 


While the Disease Prevails in Man' 


Places, St. Petersburg: Offers the 


Most Inviting Prospect for Its 


Awful Ravages. 


WASHINGTON, Afcg. 1.—A report was 


received at the Marine Hospital bureau 
yesterday from Surgeon Irwin, at Ber- 
lin, on the progress of cholera in Eu- 
rope for the week ending July 18. 
"The disease," he writes, "has pro- 
gressed materially since his last re- 
port, especially in St. Petersburg, 
where it has assumed alarming pro- 
portions. It continues at Cronstadt, 
and is reported to be present in Fin- 
land, where it was never before seen. 
In Galicia there were many more cases 
than 
last 
week, and new cases 


have 
appeared in 
Germany 
and 


the Netherlands, In IJelgium cholera 
still continues, especially along the 
Meuse, which rivar is undoubtedly in- 
fected. On the whole, the outlook is 
rather alarming, much more so than it 
was at this time last year." 


Germany—According to official re- 


ports np to July IB there were in the 
territory of the Vistula 24 eases and 8 
deaths, principally among raftsmen. 


Anstro-Hungary—In Galicia, from 


the 3d to the <lth of July, there were 3'J 
cases and 9 deaths. Since April 7, 199 
cases and 102 deaths in Galicia. 


Belgium—As reported from Liege, 


there were during the last ten days, iu 
that vicinity, 40 Ceases and 10 deaths 
from cholera. None of these cases were 
brought into Itelgium and there is no 
doubt that the disease has been epi- 
demic there for the last two years. It 
is officially stated that since the 10th 
of July fjiege has been the principal 
center of infection in IJelgium, cholera 
being found in the towns along the 
Mcuse. On this river, between the 1st 
of Juno and the 4th of July, 50 defcths 
occurred. 


Netherlands—Two cases of cholera 


are reported in Holland, one at Blslo, 
province of Lemberg, an'l the other at 
Maastricht, both said to have been 
poisoned with water from the river 
Meuse. 


In Holland the province of Liege is 


regarded as infected and RO treated. 


SwBilcn—In the quarantine at Fejau, 


tvi entv-two passengers, of the steamer 
Von Dobeln were detained as suspi- 
cious, and among 3 of them cholera 
supervened. 


France—He has been unable te se- 


cure any reliable information us to the 
cholera in Finesterre and Morbihian, 
but invites attention to the great in- 
ci ease of the death rate in Paris. The 
death rate in that city for the twenty- 
seventh week of the current year is 
exceptionally high, the number of 
deaths registered being OT4, which is 
ISO more than during the previous 
week and 78 above the average for the 
time of year. 


Russia—From Poland cholera seems 


to have spread with the advance of 
warm weather to the northwestern 
part of the empire, and a serious epi- 
demic is now in progress in St. Peters- 
burg and Cronstadt. Simultaneously 
with the news of the appearance of the 
cholera in Germany a report has come 
to hand which warrants the belief that 
the outbreak of cholera in St Peters- 
burg 
is much more serious than

Tne Vossiche Zeitung, under date of 


July 15, says: 


"The precautions taken in St Peters- 


burg to ward off the epidemic are very 
slight, and consist principally in the 
posting of placards warning people not 
to drink unboiled water, to refrain 
from the use of liquor and to call a 
physician as soon as symptoms of ill- 
ness are felt. This appears to be of 
little use, inasmuch as the people arc 
not 
provided with boiled water, 


nor 
are the 
addresses of physi- 


cians 
given. 
Vessels, filled with 


boiled water and apparatus for dis- 
tilling water are kept in certain 
localities, but they are few and far be- 
tween. Even the policemen do not 
seem to know where the city physi- 
cians are to be found. It seems as if 
some evil genius hovered over the city 
and promoted the authorities to allow 
another dreadful epidemic like that of 
Hamburg to occur; and the people 
themselves, by their habits, invite it, 
for never before have so many drunken 
men been seen here." 


In closing his repor t, Surgeon Irwin 
says that he has just been informed 
that a case of cholera had occurred in 
Berlin—a woman who had arrived from 
St. Petersburg.

A BLOODY AND FATAL ROW.

started in a saloon kept by one Tom 
Doss, a colored tongh from this city, 
when a lot of negro miners had con- 
gregated prior to going out to try some 
new Winchester rifles they had pur- 
chased. Doss and others were killed 
and wounded, and the fight continued 
outside, drawing into the battle men 
and women alike. 


Officers from this city left for the 


Mene but have not yet returned. A 
report has just reached here that six 
men were killed outright and seven 
men and eight women wounded, some 
of them mortally. The row was among 
the Alabama colored miners imported 
last year to take the places of the 
strikers, among whom are ex-convict* 
and criminals.

"Many a time atter a rise I have dis- 


covered a stone tomahawk or a battle- 
ax sticking out of the mud that had 
been lost years ago, and the water had 
revealed it. I have at my home a lot 
of Indian relies, including arrowheads, 
tomahawks, battle-axes,pieces of baked 
pottery, and other interesting articles. 
Most of them I have found along the 
rivers immediately after high water. 
I remember during the flood of 1889 I 
unearthed a double-bitted battle-ax. 
It was the first of the kind I had ever 
seen. Before the advent of the white 
man the Indians knew nothing of 
metals. 
Their weapons were made 


chiefly of stone. 


"As a rule, the tomahawks are not 


works of art. A thin stone was chipped 
off to make it as sharp as possible, and 
sometimes the Indians serrated the 
' edges to make them more effective in 
dealing an enemy a blow. The jagged 
appearance of many of the tomahawks 
I have collected shows that the savages 
ki'ew how to inflict pain on an adver- 
sary. 


"The tomahawks either had no han- 


dle or very .short ones. They were 
tied to clubs .by thongs, which tlie In- 
dians wielded with unerring aim. Tho 
boys were taught to throw them, and 
every brave was an expert at it. 
, 
"The double-bitted battle-ax in my 


possession has a short handle. There 
is evidence to show that it had been 
tied to a elub like the others. Occa- 
sionally a tomahawk is unearthed that 
some redskin had taken the trouble to 
polish, or at least make it smooth. 
This was done by rubbing stone against 


1 stone. The chances arc these hatchets 
' were carried by the chief». With these 
' stone implements the Indians cut 
down great trees and young saplings 
As a rule, however, when they wanted 
timber they burned the trees at the 
base, then hacked at them until they 
fell."Some years ago I found a curious 
article along the Allegheny that has 
puzzled me to figure out what it was 
used for. Ii is wedge-shaped, not very 
large, and has a hole worn through it 
at the end. It is large enough to ad- 
mit the hand, and places were made 
on the side for fingers and thumb. I 
find that my hand will fit the position, 
exactly, which leads me to think that 
it was used by women. I reason that 
the hand of the average Indian was. 
larger than the white man's. "^-Pitts- 
burgh Dispatch.
